Applications for National Re- 
searen Fellowships in the biologi- 
cal sciences must be in the hands 
of toe National Research Council 
by February 1.

The awards, the winners of 
which will be announced April 1, 
offer a basic stipend of 81,620 per 
year for unmarried candidates, 
and 82,070 for married applicants 
for study in America.
